Close investigation 
fails to show that there has been any overt act directed against the presi- 
dent. It 5 his custom to ride out every day covering various routes in the 
country, and it is not unusual for him to encounter parties of hunters. Also 
there is a shooting clttb which engages in target practice not far 
from 


Sagamore Hill.

Mr. Loeh secretary to the president, said today that it was not be- 


lieved for a moment that anyone had tried to do harm to Mr. Roosevelt. 
No attention whatever was being paid to the matter, officially, he said. 


Major Wadsworth, a cousin of Speaker Wadsworth of the New York 


state assembly, was riding with the president on Saturday when the shoot- 
ing was heard. The major said today thai; the president and he were re- 
turning from a brisk ride to Cold Spring harbor and were about to turn 
from the Cove road into the road leading through the W. Emlen Roosevelt 
estate to Sagamore Hill when they heard a shot: It seemed to come from 
a point nearby, and the president remarked that some one must be at tar- 
get practice. Major Wadsworth said that nothing more was thought of the 
shooting until the president aud he went bathing in Cold Spring harbor.; 
when both the president and he again heard shots. The major imagined that 
it was his impression tlfat someone was shooling:nt a target. He expressed' 
the opinion that the president start an investigation; for the major learned, 
that Jack Roosevelt, a son of W. Emlen Roosevelt, had been shooting at a 
target back of the house.

from the Foxboro asylum on the Wal- 
pole-B'oxboro town line.

No information at all regarding the In- 


ence. The Weldenfelds were in a public 
carriage, and their driver also is said to
